Sunday. June 14. is Flag day, the 
observance of which throughout the 
United States has become more gen­ 
eral from y ear to year since the day 
was first set apart for this purpose. 
The day is observed chiefly by the 
display of the national emblem

Stars and Stripes. 
Owing to the fact 
that Flag day falls on Sunday this 
year, the following day has been offi­ 
cially designated a s the proper one 
for its observance, hut it is expected 
that flags will be displayed here both 
Sunday and Monday. 
In some of the 
Sunday schools and churches the na­ 
tional emblem will be used in adorn­

the dis overy that trachoma, 
dread 
European eye disease, is prevalent in 
a number of communities in Ohio, the 
stat) 
board of health and the Ohio 
blind commission arc planning a state­ 
wide campaign to stamp out this mal­ 
ady. 
The first outbreak of the dis­ 
ease was found among foreigners at 
Youngstown. 
This was investigated 
by a government inspector from the 
marine hospital at Washington. With­ 
in the past few weeks the disease has 
been discovered at a number of chil­ 
dren's 
homes, 
notably 
at 
Athens, 
where nearly one-half of the children 
were found to be affected. 
Two chil 
dren have just been brought to Co 
Jum bos for treatm ent in a hospital fo~ 
’ trachoma, 
It is believed 
that 
the 
ight of one is already destroyed, and 
that the sight of the other can only 
be saved by an operation. 
The use 
of the common towel is the most pro­ 
lific agency for the spread of the dis­ 
ease. lf arrested in its incipiency, the 
malady can be cured, 
lf it gets foot­ 
hold it causes blindness. 
The state 
authorities intend to make an inspec­ 
tion of every children’s home in the 
state in the movement to eradicate 
the disease.

Four New Words Ev er.y Da y . 
Four new words are added to the 
English language every day if we may 
accept the dictionaries as a standard 
of measurement, says the Outlook. 
During the last three centuries the 
rate of growth ot' the dictionaries has 
been 1,500 words per year 
In 1616 
John Bullokar, the first English lex i­ 
cographer, published 
his 
complete 
English Dictionary, with 5,000 words 
Edward Phillips, in 6158. was able to 
find 13.000 words for his New World 
of English Words, and his effort was 
(in turn surpassed by the publication, 
in 1720, of Nathan Bailey's Diction­ 
ary, with a vocabulary of 45,000. 
Twenty-five 
years later 
appeared 
Dr. Johnson's lex icon, which was not 
supplanted until 1828, when 
its vo­ 
cabulary of 50,000 words was more 
than tripled by Noah Webster’s Amer­ 
ican Dictionary. 
That the inventive­ 
ness of English writers did not abate 
during the later nineteenth century 
was evidenced by the publication of 
the Imperial Dictionary, with 2ou.000 
words, and the 
Century 
Dietonary. 
with a still larger number, followed 
in 189 1 by Dr. Isaac Funk’s Standard 
Dictionary, containing 318.000.
